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AN ACCOUNT Of a Parallel 
between Homer and Plato , read in the 
Royal Academy of Infcriptions on the 29th 
of April laft, by the Abbot Mafieu, Re- 
gius Profeffor of the Greek Tongue. 


T° E Abbot Ma/jien excufed himfelf for 


undertaking to compare together Two 

Great Men,whofe Charaéters are com« 
monly thought to be very different ; and he 
obferved, that his Opinion was not new, tho’ 
it might appear very fingular. Some Illuftri- 
ous Men, among the Ancients, maintain‘d it ; 
fuch as Cicero, Dionyfius Halicarnaffeus, Quintili- 
an, Heraclides Ponticus, Longinus, &c. But thofe 
excellent Criticks were contented co tell us, 
that they found a great Conformity between 
Homer and Plato, without mentioning the Rea- 
fons on which they grounded their Opinion. 
The Abbot endeavour’d to fupply their Silence ; 
and reprefented, that if he did not fully prove 
what they advanced, no difadvantageous Con- 
fequence fhou’d be drawn from it againft thofe 
Great Men, but only againft his own Argu- 
ments. 

In the next Place , he obferved that Two 
Writers may particularly refemble one another 
in Three Refpedts ; in their Doétrine, their 
Method of Teaching, and their Style. 

As for the Doétrine, he fhew’d thar the Prin- 
ciples of Homer and Plato are much the fame ; 
x. About Religion : 2, About Politicks : 3.And 
about Oeconomicks, gnd the other Parts of 
Morality. | 

As for the Method of Teaching, Both of 
"em, faid he, made ie their Bufinefs co inftruct 
their Readers by diverting them, and to con- 
ceal their Precepts ynder the Charm of Plea- 
fure : And becaufe of all che ways of Writing 
none could be more proper to pleafe the Rea- 
der, than that which was mott full of Imitati- 
on and Fiétion, they particularly applied them- 
felves to it. Homer and Plats exceeded all the 
Ancients in defcribing the Charaéers of Men, 


—e 


and ufed Symbols and Allegories moft frequent- 
ly and with the greateft Succefs. 

Laftly, as for what concerns the Style; r. 
Plato quotes Homer all along. 2. Not con- 
tented to quote him, he endeavour’d to tranf- 
form his Style into that of this great Poet, bor- 
rowing from him fevera] Expreflions, which 
he made his own. 3. In thofe very Places, 
wherein he neither quoted nor copied Homer, 
his Style was altogether Poetical. ’Tis well 
known , faid the Abbot, that the Effence of 
Poetry did not barely confift in meafur'd Ver- 
fes, norin a certain Difpofition of Words ; 
bue rather in the Pomp of Expreffions, the 
Boldnefs of Figures, the Livelinefs of Defcri- 
ptions, anda kind of a noble Warmth, which 
animated the whol¢ Difcourfe. All thefe Qua- 
lifications appear'd in Plato in the higheft De- 
gree. 

The Abbot concluding his Difcourfe ,fumm’d 
up the Chief Things, which form a true Re- 
femblance between Homer and Plato; and ob- 
ferved that thofe Two Writers are almoft equal 
in every thing ; and that the Firft feems to 
have no other Advantage over the Second, bur 
what any Original mutt neceflarily have above 
a Copy.

T HIS New Edition of M. Bafnege's Hi- 
ftory of the Jews, is a kind of anew 
Phenomenon in the Commonwealth of Learn- 
ing. There is hardly any Inftance of a Large 
Work reprinted, without the Author's Confent, 
not only with Additions and Corre@ions, but 
alfo with feveral Omiffions. °Tis upon this 
Confideration, that we think it proper to give 
an Account of this Second Edition. We are 
the more willing to do it, becaufe many Rea. 
ders , .who have bought the Dutch Edition, or 
the Englifh Tranflation, will be glad to know 
wherein this New Edition differs from the 
firft. 

It is not a bare Re-impreflion of the firft, 
tho’ it be the fame Work at the bottom. The 
Order and Number of the Books have been 
aleer'd. The Editor has left out many things, 
which did not concern the Hiltory of the 
Fews, but the Controverfies between the Pro- 
teftants and the Church of Rome. Befides, 
there are fome Alterations in fome Places, and 
many Additions. 

The firft Edition was only divided into Five 
Volumes, and Seven Books: This confifts of 
Seven Volumes, and Ten Books, difpofed in 
the following Order. 

_ The firft Volume, which is a kind of Supe 
plement to the Hiftory of Fofephus, contains 
Three Books. What concerns the Family of 
the Herods, is to be found in the firft ; with an 
Account of what was done by the High- 
Priefts, from”the Time of Herod, till that Dig- 
nity was fupprefs'd. Inthe Second, to fupply 
what is wanting in the Hiftory of Fofephus, 
who only mentions what concerns the Fews of 
Palestine, the Editor has colleéted whatever 
may be known of the feveral Difperfions of 
the Fews, both in the Eaf and je, ever 
fince their Settlement in feveral Parts of the 
World , to the Time where the Hliftory of 
Fofephus ends. The Third Book contains the 
Hiftory of the Sects of the ‘fews, in the Time 
of FESUS CHRIST, of the Pharifees, Sad 
ducees, Effenians, and Herodians ; with an Ac- 
count of the Therapeuta. 

The Second Volume contains, in one Book, 
the whole Hiftory of the Eaftern and Weftern 
Fews, from the Deftru@ion of Ferujalem, till 
the Seventh Century. The Reader will find 
in it che Succeflion of their Patriarchs, and of 
their Princes of the Captivity in the Eaf; the 
Hiftory of their Rebellions, and of the Wars 
they were engaged in, whilft there remain’d 


An Ac- 


ftill fome Vigor among that Nation : 
count of the Vi-'tories obtain’d over them; Of 


the Entire De'tru@tion of Ferufalem, under 
the Emperor Hadrian; Of the Condition they 
were in under che Emperors, and other Prin- 
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ces, cither Chriftians or Heathens; and of the 
Ecclefiaftical, or Civil Laws relating to them. 
Thofe Laws are difperfed thro’ the whole 
Book, and collected at the End in Two C hap- 
ters defign’d for that purpofe, to which a Third 
has been added, concerning the Method of 
Converting the Fews. 

The Third Volume contains the Hiftory of 
the Difperfion of the Fews , both in the Ex 
and Weft, from the Eighth Century to this pre- 
fent Time. There are in ic feveral Curious 
Particulars relating to the Hiftory of that Na- 
tion. This Volume fhews what has been the 
Fate of the Fews at feveral times; and whar 
Condition they are now reduced to in different 
Parts of the World. There is, at the End of 
this New Edition, a Chronological Table of 
the principal Events of the Hiftory of the 
Fews, from FESUS CHRIST to this prefent 
Time. Thofe Three firft Volumes contain, 
properly fpeaking , the Hiftory of the Fews. 
It is co be found uninterrupted in this Edition, 
whereas it is divided in the firft; and whar 
concerns the Sets of the Fews, and their Wri- 
ters, has been left out, not to break the Thread 
of the Narration. 

The Fourth Volume, or the Sixth Book, is 
a Treatife concerning the Doctrines of the 
Fews , which contains their Theology. The 
Doétrines of that Nation, their Confeflions of 
Faith, the different Opinions of the Radbins, 
their Difputes , their Variations, in a word, 
whatever relates to the chief Points of their 
Theology, will be found in that Book. 

The FifthVolume contains the Seventh Book, 
concerning the Government and Ceremonies 
of the Fews, their Feftivals, their Fafts, their 
Sacraments, their Marriages and Burials. 

The Sixth Volume is defign’d for the Hiftory 
of the Fewifh Se&s. It comprehends the 
Eighth Book , wherein whatever concerns 
the Hiftory of the Ancient and Modern Sa- 
maritaus, has been carefully collected ; and 
the Ninth, which treats of all the fewifh Sects, 
the Caraites, Thalmudif?s, Cabbalifts, 8c. 

The Tenth Book, comprehended in the Se- 
venth Volume, contains the Hiftory of the 
Rabbins ; of the different Claffes of Sewifh 
Doétors ; of their Schools, and the moft Emi- 
nefit Fewifh Writers. The New Editor has 
added an Alphabetical Catalogue of the chief 
Rabbinical Authors, and of their Works, ta- 
ken from the Rabbinical Bibliotheque of Father 
Bartolocci. 

By comparing this Order with that of che 
firft Edition, which was only divided into Se- 
ven Books, it will appear, chat the New Edi- 
tor endeavourd to make this Work: more me- 
thodical. 

As for thofe Things that have been left out, 
they don’t concern the Hiftory of the Fews : 
But becaufe the Author of that Hiftory made 
many Digreflions and Reflexions , wherein he 
attacks the Doétrines or the Praétices of the 
Church of Rome ; the New Editor has thought 
fit co leave out all chofe Paffages, : 

There 
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There are alfo fome Alterations in this Edi- 
tion ; and the Revifor has taken the Liberty to 
contradict the Author in fome Places, and to 
affert fomeThings contrary to what he advan- 
ces. For Example: He differs from the Author 
in what concerns the Scribes, or Teachers of 
the Law. M. Bafnage fays, they formed a 
particular Sea, from which he derives the O- 
rigin of the Caraites, On the contrary, the New 
Editor pretends, that the Scribes, mention‘ in 
the Gofpel, were not a Se& diftin& from 
others ; and proves by the very Words of the 
Evangelifts, that there were fome Scribes among 
the Pharifees. The firft feems to confound the 
Therapeute, mention’d by Philo , with the Efe- 
nians : The Second diftinguifhes them from the 
Efjenians , and can hardly believe that this Sect 
was fo real and numerous as Philo wou'd make 
us believe. There are alfo fome other Paffa- 
ges, wherein the Publifher of the laft Edition 
differs from M. Bafnage, and correéts or foftens 
what he f{ays. 

As for what concerns the Additions, there 
are many thro’ the whole Work ; but che moft 
confiderable are , in the Second Volume, the 
Two firft Chapters; in the Third, a Chrono- 
logical Table of the Hiftory of the Fews, from 
the Death of Herod the Great ; in the Fourth, 
an Article concerning the Worfhip of Angels ; 
in the Fifth , the Calendar of the Fews; in 
the Seventh, not only a Chapter about the 
Manufcript Copies of the Bible, and thofe shat 
have been printed by the Fews, but alfo an Al- 
phabetical Lift of the moft Eminent Rabbinical 
Writers, and their Works, taken from the Rab- 
binical Bibliotheque of Bartolocci ; which makes 
one Half of this Volume. Laftly, A Differta- 
tion concerning the Therapedte, wherein the 
Author takes Notice of the Arguments and 
Conjectures alledg’d by Father de Afontfaucon, 
to prove that they were Chriftians ; and fhews 
what may be anfwer’d to them; leaving the 
Reader at Liberty to chufe what Opinion he 
thinks moft reafonable. 

The New Editor declares in his Advertife- 
ment, “ That he does not pretend to claim a 
** Right to this Work , or to get any Reputa- 
* tion by his Performance. He owns, the Au- 
** chor ought to have all the Glory of it; and 
“* protefts , that his only Defign was to fit this 
** Book for the Reading of the Roman Catholicks. 
** He hopes, from the Author’s Equity, that he 
** will not be difpleafed with the Execution of 
* this Defign”. But becaufe fome may think 
it an Encroachment upon the Right of 4 Li- 
ving Author, to meddle with his Book without 
his Confent ; the New Editor alledges this Rea- 
fon in his Vindication. ‘‘ When an Author, 
“* fays he, has made his Work publick, it ceafes, 
“* in a manner, to be his: Tho’ no body can 
** claim a Right toit, yet any one may ufe it 
“to his own Advantage , and make ic ufeful 
“* co the Publick, by giving Notice of the Al- 
** terations that have been made in it. The 
** Author ought not to be angry for it ; and it 
“can do him no prejudice, His Work re- 
** mains ftill the fame as ic was: If the Alte- 


“* rations aré wrong, he is not anfwerable for 
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“ them ; If they are right, and render his Work 
“ ufeful co more Readers, ‘tis an Advantage 
© for the Publick , which he ought not to en- 
“vy”, Tho’ this Argument appears fomewhat 
plaufible, it is far from being fatisfactory ; and 
the Author of the Hiftory of the Fews, may 
juftly complain of the New Editor.

D R. VEP FER having open’d the Bodies 
of feveralPerfons,who died ofanApoplexy, 


found fometimes a great deal of Blood extra- 
vafated , fometimes a great quantity of Sero- 
fities, fometimes the Ventricles of the Brain 
full of Blood and Serofity , and fometimes the 
fame Ventricles almoft in their natural State. 
Thefe Examples, and feveral others , attended 
with many Effential Circumftances, moved him 
to enquire whichis the true Seat ofthe Apoplexy. 
Here’s the Subftance of his principal Reflexions 
upon this Subjeé. | 

Moft of thofe,who have writ concerning the 
Apoplexy, pretend that this Difeafe is occafi- 
oned by the Obftruction of the Ventricles of 
the Brain, which they take to be the Place 
where the Animal Spirits are formed. Dr. Wep- 
fer undertakes , in the firft Place , to confute 
that Opinion againft Dr. Riclan ; and to that 
end he alledges the Reafons, mention’d by Dr. 
Hotman, to fhew that the Animal Spiries are 
not formed in the Ventricles of the Brain, and 
confequently that thofe Ventricles are not the 
Seat of Apoplexy. Thofe Arguments are Six 
in Number. The Firft is, That the Animal 
Spirits are formed ih the Place where the Ani- 
mal Functions are perform’d ; that thofe Fun- 
étiotis are performid in the Subftance of the 
Brain, and not in the Ventricles + and thac 
therefore the Animal Spirits are not formed int 
the Ventricles. 

The Second, that if it be fuppofed thar thie 
Animal Spirits are formed in the Ventricles, 
one can’t conceive how from fo large a fpace; 
which is not under the Empire of the Soul, they 
can be driven into the Nerves, and difperfed 
thro’ the whole Body ; the more beeaufe there 
is nothing in thofe Ventricles ; that can drive 
thofe Spirits. 

The Third, that the infide of the Ventricles 
is cloathed with the pia mater, through which 
the Animal Spirits can have no Paflage to ge, 


_ into the Nerves. 
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The Fourth, that the Two upper Ventricles 
having a Communication with the Third, and 
the Third with the Funnel, which has alfo a 
Communication with the Palgte, the Animal 
Spirits contajn’d in che Ventricles , woud be 
diffipated that way, without any pofhibility of 
preventing it. 

The Fifth, that the Ventricles have nd con- 
tinuity with the Nerves. 

The Sixth, that the crue ufe of the Ventri- 
eles is to receive the courfeft Excrements of the 
Brain ; that is, the-thickeft Phlegm, which 
cannot tranfpire thro’ the Sutures of the Scull. 

Dr. Wepfer having mention’d thofe Reafons, 
and fet them in their true Light, obferves that 
many Apoplecicks have been open’d, whofe 
Ventricles of the Brain were very found ; whilft 
feveral People, who died of other Difeafes, 
had thofe Ventricles full of Water. 

After thefe Reflexions , Dr. Wepfer gives his 
Opinion. He fays the Apoplexy happens, 
when the Blood cannot be eafily carried to the 
Brain through the Arteries , or when the Ant- 
mal Spirits are not diftribured from the Brain 
through the Nerves, or when thofe Two Cau- 
{es meet together, or when the Blood is very 
much extravafared in the Brain. 
| If che Blood has not a free Paflage into the 
. Brain, it oughe to be afcribed, fays he, either 
to the Obftruction of the Arteria Carotides, and 
Vertebrales, or to the Compreflion of thofe Vef- 
fels. If the Animal Spirits are no longer di- 
{tributed from the Brain into the Nerves and 
the marrow of the Back-Bone, this Defect pro- 
ceeds from the fudden Obftruction orCompref- 
fion of the Principle of the Nerves. _Laftly, 
if any Blood extravafates, ‘tis becaufe fome 
Veffel is broken. 

The Queftion is,to know how thofe Obftru- 
ions and Compreffions of Arteries or Nerves 
may happen; and laftly , how Vellels may 
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break in theBrain. Dr. Wepfer gives his Thoughts 
upon it. The Obftrudtion, fays he , is produ- 
ced by thick Juices, which are carried from the 
Stomach to the Brain, by virtue of the Cir- 
culation , where fometimes they occafion a 
Stoppage , which hinders the Blood all of a 
fudden from running in that Part. The Au- 
thor alledges the Effe@s produced by Wine or 
Opium, to clear his Explication : The Obftru- 
ction may be alfo occafion’d by Fibrous Bodies, 
which gather in the Veffels. 

As for the Compreffion of the Veffels, ie 
may proceed from too great a Quantity of Se- 
rofities fhed in the Subftance of the Brain. For 
the Brain taking up then a larger {pace , and 
the Scull hindring it from ftretching it felf as 
much as is neceffary to contain eafily all that 
Serofity ; the Subftance of the Brain , and all 
the Veffels it is made of , muft needs be com- 
prefs’'d. As forthe Blood extravafated in the 
Brain, this Misfortune happens either by the 
Separation of the Anaftomofes of the Veflels, or 
by the Rupture of the fame Veffels, when the 
Blood is too plentiful and runs too violently : 
It happens alfo, though not fo often, by the 
Corrofion of fome Veins and Arteries. 

’Tis to this Caufe the Author afcribes the 
Death of a Young Gentlewoman, who bein 
fick of the Small-Pox died of an Apoplexy. 
He pretends that fome Veffel of the Brain was 
then corroded by the Humour of the Small- 
Pox. Dr. Wepfer not contented to enquire in- 
to the Caufes of the Apoplexy, obferves that 
of all Remedies proper for that Difeafe, none 
are more effectual than Bleeding, provided that 
the Apoplexy be not occafion’d by Fibrous Bo- 
dies , that {top the Arterie Carotides and Verte- 
brales, nor by any extravafated Blood. Thefe 
Principles are unfolded at large in the Author’s 
Book : What has been faid is fufficient to give 
a Notion of it.

It contain’d the Origin of the Fanaticks, their Method 
of inftruéting their Difciples, the Troubles occafion’d by 
them, and the moft confiderable things that happen’d up- 
on their Account, from the Year 1685 to the Peace of 
Ryfwick. And becaufe thofe Troubles were renewed ip 
the beginning of the Year 1702 , the Author thought it 
fit to go on with his Work ; and he defigns to give usa 
compleat Hiftory of the Fanaticks. This Second Vo. 
lume contains what pafled in the Year 1702, 

When M., Brueys publith'd this Second Volume, he was 
not ignorant that there was another Hiftory upon the 
fame Subje&, entitl'd, Le Fanatifme renouvebé , (Fanati- 
cifm revived,) in Four Volumes iniz. But “ becaufe 
* "ris the Work of an honett Curate, fays he in bis Preface 
‘““ who writ with more Zeal than Capacity, and whofe 
“ Hiftory was haftily built upon unfaithful Memoirs : I 
‘« thought it cou’d be no Reafon to hinder me from reé- 
** fuming my Work, and publifhing the Continuation of 
‘a Hittory, the beginning of which had been publifh’d 
“by me”. The Auchor ot the Fanaticif/m revived, being 
difplealea with this Paflage of M. trucys has snfereset it 
in a Letter of Eight Pages in gto,
